Thirteen men were rescued from the 
sinking vessel by the Leyland line 
steam er Bostonian b«»und from Man­ 
chester to Boston, and eleven by the 
G erm an tank steam er Mannheim, Rot­ 
terdam for New York. 
Five others 
who had been drawn down in the vor­ 
tex into which the British King was 
engulfed were picked up by the Bos­ 
tonian from a frail bit of wreckage 
which they ha«l grasped after a des­ 
perate struggle for life in the whirl­ 
pool. 
The Boston arrived here last 
evening and the details of the disaster 
becam e known. 
Captain Jam es O.Ha­ 
gan of the British King died on board 
the Bostonian from the effects of te r­ 
rible injuries sustained in trying to 
save his ship. 
T h e rescued who wore brought here 
include Jam es Flanigan, the second of­ 
ficer; J. D. Crawford, chief engineer; 
Adolphus Beck, fourth engineer, and 
William J. Curry, ste w a rd ; the others 
were coal passers and sailors, mostly 
Belgians, and one stowaway, Henry 
Parkrtteh of New* York. 
Two lifeboats 
from the Bostonian were crushed to

Former State Auditors May be Sued 


by the State. 


Governor Hanly’s committee of ex 
pert investigators that has been at 
work on the books of ex-State David 
E. Sherriek for several months is pre­ 
paring to make a report to the Govern­ 
or regarding the insurancedepartment. 
This report, it is said, will show 
that something like $150,000 for fees 
have been illegally collected by former 
auditors. 
Sherriek and former Auditor Wil­ 
liam H. Hart will escape suit by the 
State because the law under which 
these fees were collected was not ef­ 
fective when either of these men came 
into office. 
Tne former auditors who will be 
charged with retaining these fees are 
A. C. Daily, J. O. Henderson, Bruce 
Carr, James H. Rice, James A. Wild- 
man, Eb Henderson, Edward H. Wolf 
and M. D. Manson. 
Several of these 
men are dead. Those who have parsed 
beyond the jurisdiction of the courts 
are James H. Rice, M. D. Manson, 
Bruce Carr and James A. Wildman. 
Governor Hanly recently stated that 
suit would be brought against all of 
the former auditors now living and 
that the estates of those who have d.ed 
will be sued, where sufficient property 
is found to sue against. Officials of
